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REMARKS 

Upon receipt of the Notice of Allowance, this Application was carefully reviewed 
prior to payment of the Issue Fee. Applicants appreciate the Examiner's allowance of 
Claims 1-1 1, 13-22, 24-38, and 43-70. However, for licensing purposes, Applicants seek to 
introduce new independent Claims 71 and 72 and cancel Claims 50 and 64 under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.312. New independent Claim 71 includes subject matter similar to allowed Claims 43, 
50, and 51, and should, therefore, be patentable for reasons similar to Claims 43, 50, and 51. 
In addition, new independent Claim 72 includes subject matter similar to allowed Claims 57, 
64, and 65, and should, therefore, be patentable for reasons similar to Claims 57, 64, and 65. 
The introduction of Claims 71 and 72, because new independent Claims 71 and 72 include 
allowed subject matter. It is respectfully submitted that these amendments do not affect the 
merits of the application and are proper subject matter for an. Amendment under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.312. Applicants respectfully request the entry of new Claims 71 and 72, and the 
cancellation of Claims 50 and 64.
